Wool and Tobacco Schedules Are Caus- 
ing Trouble in the Party 
Ranks. 


Washington, June 2.—The republican 
senators in charge of the tariff bill begin 


to feel that the end is almost in sight. 


They do not hope to conclude the consid- 
eration of the bill by the close of the 
present week, but they expect by that 
time to be able to say when they can 
completa the work. 

As a matter of fact, the difficulty of ad- 
justing differences in their own party is 
causing the managers more perplexity at 
present than is the open opposition to the 
bill in the senate. It has been found al- 
most impossible to harmonize the contend- 
ing forces among republicans on the to- 
bacco and wool schedules. The differ- 
ences on tobacco have been compromised, 
though not to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned, and if there should be another 
caucus before the tobacco schedule is taken 
up in the senate, the question is liable to 
be reported there. 

The wool schedule will confront the sen- 
ate at the opening of the session Monday, 
and it is Senator Allison's purpose to press 
the schedule forward to a close; hence it 
will be impossible to postpone for a very 
much longer time the settlement of the 
differences on this question. It is expect- 
ed that if the committee should not be 
able to announce a determination by some 
time Monday, the matter will be referred 
to an early caucus or a caucus may be 
called if the committee fixes a rate that is 
not satisfactory to the wool men. 

There is little doubt that an advance will 
be conceded by the committee. but the 
question of interest is whether the ‘ncrease 

ll be all that the woolen men demand. 

e wool schedule will of course give rise 
to an animated debate, but the democratic 
senators say there is no disposition on 
their part to needlessly delay it. There are

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SHERMAN SALD 70 
BE MENTAL WRECK 


Secretary of State Makes Contradictory 
Statements. 


OTHERWISE SHOWS WEAKNESS 


President Sees That a Change in the. 


Office Will Be Necessary. 


SHERMAN NOT CONSULTED ON MATTERS 


Judge Day, His Assistant, Does the 
Work of the Office—Instances of 
Secretary’s Lapse of Memory.

Washington, June 20.—(Speclal) The 
newspapers have at last been compelled to 
print @ small portion of the stories about 
Secretary of State John Sherman,which for 
many weeks have agitated Washington, 
end it will not be very long before they 
all become public. The statesman who 
since his election to congress in 1854 has 
continuously been conspicuous, either in 
that body or the cabinet, has at last suc- 
cumbed to the infirmities of age, and his 
eccentricities are admittedly an embarrass- 
ment to the administration. That he will 
soon resign is not only expected, but hoped 
for by his friends and by almost the entire 
diplomatic corps in this city. 

It was thought that Mr. Sherman would 
choose voluntarily to retire from the cab- 
inet at an early day, owing to his growing 
infirmities, and by that time the presi- 
dent’s personal friend,. Mr. Day, would 
have gained sufficient experience to qualify 
him for the secretary’s place. Recent 
events, however, made it clear that an ear- 
ly rupture between the president and his 
venerable secretary of state is inevitable, 
if a public scandal is to be avoided. 

Efforts will be made to avert the trouble 
until Mark Hanna is out of the woods in 
Ohio and is assured of a full term in the 
senate. It is recognized that Mr. Sher- 
man’s retirement now would seriously com- 
plicate the Ohio situation and lead to pos- 
sible disaster. In his growing infirmities 
the secretary of state has the kindly sym- 
pathy of everybody who knows him. The 
offiec was not of his seeking. It was thrust 
upon him. No blame attaches to Mr. Sher- 
man in any way for his recent acts. His 
undiplomatic garrulity, his frequent 
changes of opinion and contradictory state- 
ments are all charitably accepted as a man- 
ifestation of infirmities for which he should 
not be held responsible. 

The New York papers are extensively 
commenting on the unfortunate situation. 
The World says: 

The worst feature of the case is that the 
secretary’s condition is known to all the 
members of the diplomatic circle and great- 
ly embarrasses them in their dealings with 
this government. These men marvel that 
such things can be, and do not understand 
the political reasons that keep Mr. Sher- 
man in so delicate and important a post. 

Now and then the secretary expresses 
himself to friends as tired of public life and 
ready to down its cares, but when ru- 


mors of his resignation are called to his 


attention he indignantly denies that he has 
resigning... 2 
His Lapses of Memory. 

“Almost daily additional illustrations are 
furnished of Mr. Sherman's forgetfulness 
and inclination to self-contradiction. His 
lapses of memory grow more frequent. 
His movements are uncertain and he can 
no longer be depended upon to keep an en- 
gagement. He seems to have no consistent 
or well-defined idea of the future as applied 
to either public or private affairs. 

The incident of yesterday, when Mr. 
Sherman astounded the Portuguese minis- 
ter and other diplomats by indiscreet utter- 
ances regarding the annexation of Hawaii, 
has created a sensation. The representa- 
tives of foreign governments discuss the 
matter with each other and speculate as to 
the end. There are those who predict that 
some great blunder may at any minute se- 
riously embarrass this government and 
place it in a position where an explanation 
would only be a confession of utter irre- 
sponsibility. 

“Notwithstanding a series of denials, it is 
known that Mr. Sherman vesterday ex- 
pressed the conviction that the annexation 
of Hawaii would be a mistake. He declared 
this opinion to many of his visitors, who 
silently marveled. This morning he de- 
clared that an exception should be made of 
Hawall. Within an hour he characterized 
the protest filed by former Queen Lilino- 
kalani as a strong paper and well worthy 
of careful consideration. 


Did Not Write the Report. 


“While he has smilingly received congrat- 
ulations upon the strong report submit- 
ted in connection with the treaty, the fact 
has been established that Mr. Sherman 
did not write it. His connection with the 
negotiation of the treaty, as proved by the 
warrant on file in the state department, 
only dated from June 16th, the evening 
hefore the document was signed at 9:20 the 
following morning. 

“Innumerable instances are in evidence 
concerning the secretary of state’s fluctust- 
ing opinions and moods. Denials are giv- 
en to all those who ask for them. without 
any reference to the Briginal statements. 
Names are forgot and familiar faces are 
no longer recognized. Engagements of 
all kinds are permitted to go by default. 

“Within two weeks the secretary went 
to the senate chamber instead of the state 
department and considerable time elapsed 
before he discovered his mistake. At the 
state department Mr. Sherman practically 
permits his assistants to perform all kinds 
of public duties. They are divorced from 
his mind and he has no well-defined idea 
of what is going on. His associates in the 
cabinet frequently complain of his forget-

READY FOR RACE 


The Qar Pullers Are Now Gathering at 


| Poughkeepsie. 
RACES BEGIN ON WEDNESDAY 


Yale Men Are Heaviest, While Cor- 
nellites Are Lightest. 


HARVARD HAS NOT THE ENDURA NC 


All of the Teams Are in Excellent 
Shape, and a New Record Seems 
Probable. 


Poughkecepsiv, N. T., June 2.—Yale is 
here. The blue floats over the boathouse 
and the training quarters, and the boat- 
ing colony has a score more added to its 
number. 

The arrival of the New Haven giants 
will not make it possible for the collegiate 
sports, who have picked winners and con- 
demned methods, to change their opinions. 
That ihe men who landed tonight will be 
in the race is apparent. The eight as 
picked to row on Varsity day weigh 122 
pounds more than the Cornell men and 
about forty pounds more than the Harvard 
crew. When they row over the course 
for the first time tomorrow they will be 
watched by hundreds df anxious eyes. So 
far as can be seen, they form as formida- 
ble a crew as Yale has ever had.

Early this morning the Harvard men 
took a boat for West Point, where they 
enjoyed the entire day in sight-seeing. 

Some of the Cornell men went to church 
and others lounged, while the assistants of 
Mr. Courtney looked over the boats.

There is a difference of 14% pounds in the 
average weights of the crews. Yale is the 
heeviest and Cornell the lightest. If the 
weight counts for endurance, then Yale has 
the advantage, but cn th2 contrary, Cor- 
rell, with the lightest crew on the fiver, 
won last year’s race easily. Cornel is 
lighter than ever this year. 

The average weight of the crew, exclu- 
sive of the coxswains, are as follows: 

Cornell, 159; Harvard, 169; Yale, 17344. Har- 
vard suffered last year from lack of endu- 
rence, while the light Cornell crew tinished 
in splendid shape, althcugh judged by the 
college experts, some of whom are doing 
similar newspaper work this year, as being 
too light to possibly withstand the strain 
of four miles. 

It is generally conceded that Yale’s crew 
always finish strong, and that endurance 
is their best point. 

Harvard has trained this year to over- 
come last year’s defeat, and it is not only 


will be done in the last mile. 

Both Harvard and Cornell have studied 

much on starts, and both incline to a quick 
, but equally slow down to a normal 
stroke, „ 

If Harvard and Cornell get to fighting in 
the first mile or two and keep up a fast 
stroke, Yale, with her steady stroke, will 
win the race, or if Harvard and Yale put 
up a terrific contest in the first mile, Cor- 
nell will repeat her performance of last 
year. 

Harvard pulls the longest stroke, and 
has the quickest recovery. Yale comes 
next and uses more body on her oar, but 
ships it more quickly for recovery. 

Cornell is about the same as last year 
with not quite so long as the present Har- 
vard stroke but snappier. 

Cornell will use a new Watter paper 
boat, but both Harvard and Yale will use 
cedar boats built in this country. The 
Cornell and Yale crews use the American 
swivel oar lock, but the Harvard crews use 
the English thole pin and claim they get 
much more power. 

These few facts are things that will un- 
doubtedly be factors in the race, tide and 
water not considered, and people of specu- 
lative mirds can determine for themselves 
the winner with as much accuracy as the 
experts who are writing opinions from here.

TO MEMORY OF HARRY WRIGHT 


Monument to the Father of Base- 
ball” Unveiled. 


Philadelphia, June 20.—The monument 
erected to the memory of Harry Wright, 
the father of baseball,“ was unveiled in 
Laurel Hill cemetery this afternoon in the 
presence of a large crowd of persons. 

It was expected that the National League 
would be represented at the unveiling by a 
number of the officials of the various clubs, 
but Messrs. Reach and Rogers, of the Phil- 
adelphia club, were the only league repre-.

A DRY DAY IN GHATTANOOGA 


WATERWORKS SHUT DOWN FOR. 


REPAIRS YESTERDAY. 


This Caused El¢ctric Cars To Stop 
Running and Many Passengers. 
Had To Walk Back to City. 


Chattanooga, Tenn.. June 20.—(Special.)— 
Last night at 10 o’clock the local water 
company shut down the pumping station 
in order to put in a new gate valve to the 
main supply, intended to be closed only 
for a short while. It was discovered, how- 
ever, that it would be impossible to make 
the repairs in the time allotted, so that to- 
day this city has been totally without wa- 
ter, except those who were fortunate 
enough to have cisterns or wells of their 
own.

Sovereign Opens the Jubilee Before the 
Altar of Her Faith. 


ATTENDS ST. GEORGE’S CHAPEL 


Special Services Were Arranged fer 


the Ruler of England. 


ONLY THE ROYAL FAMILY WERE PRESENT 


Touching Scene Was Presented at the 
Conclusion of the 
| Services. 


London, June 2.—Queen Victoria began 
the celebration of her jubilee today, a® 
was befitting her entire career, before the 
altar of her faith. 


Throughout London, the united kingdom 


and the empire, in every cathedral, church 
or chapel of the established church of 
England were held services similar to those 
at St. George’s chapel, Windsor, where her 
majesty paid her devotions and offered sol- 
emn thanks to God. 

The announcement that the services at 
St. George's chapel would be private and 
for the members of the royal family pre- 
vented the gathering of a large crowd. The 
scene was most impressive and the services 
very simple. Her majesty sat in the chair 
of state immediately in front of the com- 
munion rail and just beside the brass plate 
whose inscription designates the spot which 
was the temporary place of interment of 
the prince consort. 

The ladies and gentlemen who are the 
grand officers of the queen’s household en- 
tered first, followed by the military knights 
of Windsor in the full.costume of cock 
hats and scarlet coats. The duke of De- 
vonshire and Lord Rosebery occupied their 
stalls as knights of the Garter. The regt 
of the church was empty, the seats of the 
royal family being near the queen’s. 

The dean of Windsor, wearing the in- 
signia of chaplain of the Order of the Gar- 
ter, officiated, assisted by the Lord Bishop 
of Barry and several cantons. 

Punctually at 11 o'clock, amid the etraing 
of an organ voluntary, the queen arrived 
from the cloisters at the entrance, assist- 
ed by her Indian attendant. She walked 
slowly to the chair of state, the congrega- 
tion standing. She was dressed all in 
black, except for a white tuft in her bon- 
net.

The responses to the invitations and noti- 
“fications that have been sent broadcast 
furnish ample evidence of the lively in- 
terest that has been awakened in the re- 
Spective states, while the representatives 
of the Central American and 
South American republics have given as- 
Surance of their co-operation and intelli- 
gent understanding of the purpose and 
possible beneficial results of such a con- 
ference. 

; This movement is started at a time when 
the conditions of industry and commerce 
in general, but particularly affecting the 
mining interests of the American nations, 
demand conference and education concern- 
ing their vast resources of mineral wealth, 
thus giving an opportunity for practical 
discussion of economic and progressive 
methods and measures in the interest of 
mining. All such purposes involve the 
appropriate selection of place, and it is 
found that in accordance with the fitness 
ot all other conditions the city of Denver 
meets the requirements of the first inter- 
national gold mining convention. Its ge- 
ographical position may be given first for 
this claim, while its convenience with re-

and that this is first and last the inspiring 
motive, the following declaration contained 
im the call should be taken as sufficiently 
candid and comprehensive. 

It is the desire of the various mining 
and commercial bodies calling this conven- 
tion that all papers read and all dis- 
cussions be confined td those subjects 
which are germane to mines, mining and 

- Kindred interests. The convention will be 

im no sense partisan, the originators rec- 
 Ognizing the same high patrivtism in all 
Americans, irrespective of political af- 

-  filiations, believing all to be imbued with 
an equal loyalty to their country and its 
dest interests.“ 

Por this is to be a mining convention. It 
is not to be a gold monometallic conven- 
tion. The interest of the two royal metals 
gold and silver—will not be separated.

It can now be assured that the discus- 
gions of the convention will embrace a 
wide range of topics of interest to the 
mining world. One of the avowed objects 
of the convention will be the proposition 

to create a department of mines and min- 
lng by the federal government and a cabi- 
net officer representing this vast interest, 
and thus secure for this depurtment of 
industry the recognition which it demands, 
and in which it has been so long neglected.

BOUGHT BEER AND MUST PAY 


Kansas Man Wanted To Evade a Debt 
on Account of Liquor Law. 

Kansas City, June 20.—An interesting de- 
cision bearing on the Kansas prohibitory 
laws was rendered by Judge Gates in the 
circuit court here, in the case of Val Blatz 
against Bogecker Bros. The plaintiff con- 
signed a quantity to itself in Leavenworth, 
Kan., being both consignees and consignor. 
Then, contrary to the rules and regula- 
tions made and provided by the prohibitory 
law, Blatz sold the liquor to Bonecker, of 
this city. The latter refused to pay for it 
and when sued for the value of the liquor 
set up the unique defense that the plaintiff 
was violating the prohibitory law of Kan- 
sas in selling the beer and that the com- 
mity of states forbade the legalization by 
one state of an action which was illegal in 
another state. 

Judge Gates held that the defendants 
knew the prohibitory law was being vio- 
lated and that they could not hide behind 
the violation of a law. The liquor was 
bought and must be paid for. Judgment 
was rendered for the brewing company.

Here the governor and his party will stop. 
The programme for the two days that the 
Georgia delegation will be there is not yet 
completed. 

Friday morning the governor and his 
staff will make a formal call on Gov- 
ernor Taylor. The ladies of the commis- 
sion will receive Friday morning at the 
Maxwell house. 

Friday afternoon the governor of Ten- 
nessee and the governor of Georgia will 
again meet. The mayor and directors of 
the exposition will also call on the Georgia 
party in the afternoon. 

Friday the troops will take in the expo- 
sition and the beautiful city of Nashville. 
On Saturday morning the line of march 
will be formed at the Maxwell house and 
the party from this state will see the ex- 
position. 

The Governors Horse Guard, who afe 
the special escort of the governor, will 
form in front of the line of march. The 
governor and his staff follow. The Fifth 
regiment, in command or Colonel. Candler, 
follows behind the governor. The ladies 
and directors of the exposition, escorted b 
the board of directors of the Centennial, 
will be in carriages just behind the troops. 
The Nashville companies will fall in behind 
the carriagés. 

Georgia day at the Nashville exposition

At the exposition the party will assemble 
in the auditorium, here an address of 
welcome for the stats will be delivered by 
Governor Taylor. Governor Atkinson wiil 
respond.

They are encamped there and will remain 
until after Georgia day.

TO STOP CONTAGIOUS DISEASES 


Secretary Wilson Issues Orders to 
Transportation Companies. 

Washington, June 20.—In accordance with 
the law for the suppression of contagious 
diseases ainong domestic animals, Secretary 
Wilson. of the agricultural department, has 
issued to the managers and agents of rall- 
roads and transportation companies, stock- 
men and others a circular notifying them 
that the contagious disease known as sheep 
scab, or scabbies of sheep, existed among 
sheep in some parts of the United States, 
and that it is a violation of the law to re- 
ceive for transportation or to transport 
any stock affected with that disease from 
one state or territory to another. 

It is also a violation of the law to deliver 
for such transportation to any railroad 
company or master or owner of any boat 
or vessel any sheep, knowing them to be 
affected with the contagious disease re- 
ferred to, and it is also unlawful to drive 
on foot or transport in private conveyance 
from one state or territory to another any 
cleared and disinfected. 

Transportation companies and individ- 
uals are requested to co-operate with the 
department in the enforcement of the law 
preventing spread of the disease and orders 
are given that cars, boats or vehicles which 
have been used in the transportation of 
animals affected shall be immediately 
cleared and isinfected.

From the outskirts of East Athens 
across to Cobbham, everyone is singing the 
praises of the gritty boys who turned the 
picture of the Virginians to the wall. Old 
people talk as much about it as the young- 
er set and the negroes feel as lively an 
interest in the matter as the white people. 

During the progress of the game Friday 
fully 200 people gathered around the tele- 
phone exchange to hear the returns from 
the game, and when it was all over, the 
crowd unanimously elected Billy Sanford 
chancellor of the university. 

Touching the question of the admission 
of the four students, Sanfurd, foster, 
Johns and Dougherty, back into the uni- 
versity next fall, there is but one opinion. 
That opinion upholds the faculty in their 
ruling on the subject, but hopes that that 
body will see its way clear to take the 
boys back. There was some doubt on the 
minds of the boys as to whether the fac- 
ulty would extend its jurisdiction beyond 
commencement day.

General Gordon, who is the commander- 
in-chief of the southern forces, has been 
at his home in Kirkwood for several days. 
It was thought that he would be too unwell 
to attend the reunion, but his attack was 
slight and brief, and he will leave to- 
night in good shape for the great gather- 
ing. 

It is a source of great regret to all 
the confederates that General Gordon will 
place in his resignation at the present re- 
union. He has been at the head of the 
old vets of the south for many years, and 
there is great sorrow that he will lay 
down his eommand. 

The election of his successor wil) be 
the most important business for the sec- 
ond day of the reunion, and there is al- 
ready a warm fight for the place. 

As it looks now General Joe Wheeler, 
of Alabama, will be put in. “Fighting 
Joe“ is a great favorite with the southern 
hosts, and it now looks that the Georgia 
vets will support him 

This morning five trains will .eave by 
the Nashvule, Chattanooga aud St. Louis 
and just as many will go over the South- 
ern. Atlanta camp No. 139 will go by 
the Western and Atlantic and the H. 8. 
Walker camp will go by the Southern. 

With the Atlanta veterans will be hun- 
dreds of friends and a full representation 
of the Sons of the Confederacy and Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy. Miss Middlebrooks, 
the sponsor, will arrive this morning and 
will accompany the Georgia veterans on 
their trip. Miss Clara Wimberly will also 
leave today. Miss Lute Gordon and Miss 
Augusta Wylie are sponsors for the At- 
lanta camp. General Evans has already de- 
parted and has prepared everything for 
the coming of the Georgia forces. He will 
receive them upon their arrival, and will 
conduct them to their headquarters. 

Arrangements at Nashville. 

All arrangements have been made at 
Nashville. General W. H. Jackson will 
have charge of the whole parade. 

He has outlined the full programme for 
the parade and the line of march. 

So far he has decided to have the march 
begin at McLemore, or near there, on 
Broad street and the route to be as fol- 
lows: Down Broad street to Market street, 
up Market street to the public square, 
on the south side of the square to Dead- 
erick street, on Deaderick street to Sum- 
mer street, on Summer street to Broad 
street and out Broad street to Belmont 
avenue, and near which point the parade 
will be dismissed.

| WOMAN EJECTED FROM CHURCH 


LICLY DENOUNCED. | 


His Wife, Sitting in the Congregation, 
Arises To Defend Him, and 
a Scene Ensues. 


New York, June 4.—Herman Warsza- 


| wiak, the Christianized Hebrew, who has 


been seeking admission into the Presbyte- 
rian church as a minister, and who for a 
long time had the support of the Rev. Dr. 
John Hall, of the Fifth Avenue Presbyte- 
rian church, was today publicly denounced 
before the congregation of that church as 
an immoral person and guilty of gambling. 
He was also suspended from the com- 
munion of the church. 

When the judgments were read to the 
fashionable congregation, Mrs. Warsza- 
wiak, who was present, arose and declared 
in a loud voice that her husband was in- 
nocent. She was put out of tne church, 
while the pastor announced a hymn to 
quiet the congregation. 

Mrs. Warszawiak said: 

My husband is innocent. I cannot hear 
him harshly spoken of before so many 


people and not defend him.” 
The ushers, at a signal from Dr. Pritch- 


ard. of Alexander chapel, who had taken 
Dr. Wall’s place for the day, led Mrs. Wars- 
zawiak from the church. The congregation 
had begun to sing the hymn. Mrs. Warsza- 
wiak at first resisted but was prevailed on 
to leave. Notwithstanding the singing of 
the hymn the excitement, though suppress- 
ed, was intense. After the incident the 
services went on a8 usual. The announce- 
ment of the finding of the case of Warsza- 
wiak was the culmination of one of the 
most interesting church suits of recent 
years. The young man had done ministry 
work among the Hebrews, his own people, 
whom he had left. Supposedly prospering 
in his work and taken into the friendship 
of one of the most influential preachers 
of this city, he had by the findings of his 
church, been declared a hypocrite and a 
gambler.

MUST RETURN THE DIVIDENDS 


STOCKHOLDERS IN A DEFUNCT 
BANK ARE TO BE SUED. 


The Books Show That the Premiums 
Paid Were Never 
Earned. 


St. Louis, June 20.—A special to The Re- 
public from Lincoln, Neb., says nearly one 
hundred moneyed men of fllinois scattered 
over the state from Chicago to East St. 
Louis, many of m reside at Peoria, 
have been made defendants in what is like- 
ly to prove the most sensational national 
bank Htigation ever seen in the state. 

The suit is the next chapter in the fa- 
mous case in which Charles Mosher, pres- 
ident of the defunct Capitol National bank, 
cf this city, figured to the extent of steal- 
ing something over $1,000,000. His bank 
closed in 1891. 

Ten years prior to that time the Capitol 
National bank had been paying immense 
dividends, amounting in the aggregate to 
$500,000. The stockholders were mostly II- 
linois people. 

Receiver Hayden, of the Mosher bank, 
bas now brought suit against these stock- 
holders to force them to return the divi- 
dends paid by Mosher on the ground that 
they were not to be paid out of the money 
depositors. He says that the books show 
that the bank never made a dollar. | 

A similar case has just been decided 
against a New York stockholder, H. Ward 
Howard, of New York, who must return 
$28,000 paid to him in dividends by Mosler. 

elver Hayden, J. W. Dewees, Charles 
Magoon, J. H. Ames and H. M. Lamber- 
son have just raurned from Chicago, 
where they took Mosher’s testimony in the 
case. Mosher declares that the dividends 
were earned and that if the books do not 
show it, they have been mutilated since he 
left the bank.

10 ARGUE FOR PERRY 


His Case Comes Up in Supreme Court 
for Hearing Today. 


A STRONG EFFORT FOR HIM 


His Attorneys Will Do Their Best To 
Obtain a New Trial, and Hope 
for Success. 


Argument in the case of H. 8. Perry, who 
is confined in the DeKalb county jail un- 
der sentence of death for the murder of L. 
Lanier, will be bad in the supreme court 
of Georgia today. 

The case is an interesting one. Perry's 
attorneys are hopeful for a decision in fa- 
vor of their client. The attorneys for the 
prosecution seem to feel certain that the 
evidence they have in hand will convict 
Perry again, even if he is given a new 
trial. 

The murder for which Perry was convict- 
ed is one that will be long remembered. 

Perry claimed that Lanier had assaulted 
his wife, and armed himself and followed 
the man. He overtook him at a small sta- 
tion, where both men were arrested and 
brought to DeKalb county courthouse. As 
they entered the courthouse Perry drew 
his pistol and fired at Lanier, inflicting 
wounds from which the victim died in a 
short while. 

The case was heard, the jury returned a 
verdict of guilty, and Judge Candler im- 
posed the death sentence. The murder 
was characterized as one of cold blood. 

Now that Perry claimed that he did the 
deed for the protection of his wife’s honor 
and the honor of his geod name, the prose- 
cuti.g attorneys claim to have evidence 
which will show that all during this time 
Perry was in love with a woman of ill 
fame. 

This portion of the case is very sensa- 
sional and seems to be inclined to show 
that Perry received visits from the wo- 
man and corresponded with her. It has 
also been charged that he gave her money 
for her support. 

This portion of the case was published in 
The Constitution, and the various phases 
of it are too well known to need repetition. 

Perry seems to have hope of being final- 
ly saved from a death on the gallows. 

The case will probably be argued at 
length today, and both sides will make a 
strong fight to have the supreme court 
render a decision in their favor.

Washington Correspondent of London 
Paper Gives His Views. 

London, June 20.— The Washington corre- 
spondent of The Daily Chronicle reiterates 
today his prevlous statement as to the al- 
leged instructions given by President Mc- 
Kinley to General Stewart L. Woodford, 
minister of the United States to Spain, 
and adds: 

“Spain will be wermitted to exercise 
merely a titular sovereignty over Cuba. 
She will be compelled to withdraw her 
troops and to permit the Cubans to make 
their own laws, to raise their own revenue 
and to contro! their own expenditures. 

“President McKinley believes that Cuba 
must ultimately be annexed to the United 
States. The withdrawal of the Spanish 
troops will lead to a repetition of the 
Hawaiian incident.“ 


EMPEROR DON’T FEAR CHINESE 


He Does Fear Policy of United States 
Toward the Old World. 

London, June 2.—The Paris correspon- 
dent of The Times reports a conversation 
affecting to represent the views of Emperor 
William, in the course of which, speaking 
of his anxiety as to the future of Europe, 
he says he does not fear Chinese ambition 
or the anarchists.

With Trumpets and Drums. 

During the impressive procession from 
the west door the organ was reinforced by 
trumpets and drums, and at the end of the 
anthem for the day the national anthem 
was sung with immense feeling. 

The members of the commons who, in ac- 
cordance with a special resolution adopted 
last Thursday, attended the services at St. 
Margaret’s, assembled in the house at half- 
past ten. Shortly before il o’clock William 
Court Gulley, the speaker, appeared in his 
robes of office. The procession was then 
formed, the sergeant-at-arms carrying the 
“bauble” Cromwell and leading off, fol- 
lowed by the speaker with his train bearers, 
the chaplain of the house, Rev. Canon Wil- 
berforce, D.D., and the ministers of the 
crown, who are members of the house of 
commons. After them came several ex- 
ministers and then members of all parties 
excepting the Irish, who had formally de- 
cided not to take part officially in the, cele- 
bration. The principal clerks of the house 
closed the procession. 

On leaving Westminster hall the line of 
march to the tower door of St. Margaret’s 
was guarded by the queen’s own Westmin- 
ster Rifles, under Colonel Sir Howard Vin- 


cent. At the church Rev. Canon Eyton, the 


rector, officiated. The sermon was preached 
by Dr. Farrar, dean of Canterbury, and 
former rector of St. Margaret’s whose elo- 


‘quent words will duly appear on the jour- 


nals of the house of which it is a custom to 
make them a part. 

High mass at the Brompton oratory was 
made the occasion of a thanksgiving for 
the queen’s jubilee on the part of her Ro- 
man Catholic subjects, a special Te Deum 
being sung. The oratory was richly deco- 
rated for the occasion, the marble columns 
inside the edifice being draped with crim- 
son and the chancel with cloth of gold, The 
chairs of the envoys, upholstered in gold, 
were placed on the crimson carpet. 

It was a most striking function, the mu- 
sic being magnificent, The large building 
was crowded to its utmost capacity. 

Monsignor Stoner, the pope’s envoy, of- 
ficiated at high mass. 

At the close of mass Cardinal Vaughan 
read a jubilee pastoral eloquently review- 
ing the history of the queen’s reign and 
commending her virtues, after which ‘he 
extended the Te Deum and gave the pon- 
tifical blessing. 

Envoys in Splendid Uniforms. 

All the envoys from Catholic counties 
were present in full uniform, except the 
prince and princess of Naples, who were 
absent owing to the presence of the papal 
envoy. Wilfred Laurier and the Roman 
Catholic peers were present. The duke of 
Norfolk wore the official costume of the 
hierarchy. Earl Marshall and Sir John 
Austin represented the Roman Catholic 
members of the house. On the arrival of 
General Devaust, the French envoy, the 
band outside played the Marsellaise.“ 

In bis sermon Cardinal Vaughan dwelt 
upon the glory of the queen’s reign as pe- 
culiarly grateful to the Roman Catholics of 
the empire, because it had always been 
consistent with the extension of freedom 
of conscience of her Roman Catholic sub- 
jects. In the afternoon and the evening 
there were special accession day services 
at Westminster abbey dnd at St. Paul's 
cathedral. 

At St. George’s chapel, Windsor, in the 
afternoon a special musical service was 
held, at which most members of the royal 
family, except the queen and Empress 
Frederick, who had attended the morning 
service, were present. Mendelssohn's 
“Hymn of Praise“ was superbly sung by 
Mme. Albani. Edward Lloyd and the choir 
of the chapel, assisted by the Windsor 
and Eton choral and madrigal societies. 

Sir Walter Barrett presided at the organ 
and conducted her majesty’s private band. 

Several of the leading pulpits of the city 
were occupied today by American preach- 
ers, all of whom alluded in the most feel- 
ing terms to the queen’s life and charac- 
ter. 

Bishop Coxe preached at the Windsor 
parish church and Bishop Whipple at All 
Saints’, Margaret street. Rev. W. H. Mil- 
burn, chaplain of the United States senate, 
preached at the Queen’s Park Congrega- 
tional chapel in the Harrow road.

A Lesson To Be Conned. 

Here is a little story which the farm- 
ers of Georgia might ponder with 
profit. 

Mr. F. E. Wright, of Chippewa coun- 
ty, Minnesota, bought twelve ewes in 
the fall of 1891, for which he paid 
$35.50. In 1892 the twelve ewes raised 
twelve lambs and gave eighty-five 
pounds of wool which sold for $12.95. 
In 1893 the flock raised twen- 
ty lambs and produced 168 pounds 
of wool which netted $22.30. In 1894 
forty lambs were raised and 275 pounds 
of wool were clipped from the flock 
which sold for $27.40. In that year six- 
teen wethers were sold for $35, and nine 
head were killed for home use. In 
March, 1895, the flock numbered fifty- 
nine ewes. 

If the living ewes are valued at the 
low price of $2.50 each, and the nine 
head killed at $20, the original invest- 


ment of $35.60 in the fall of 1891, had 


grown into $265.15 in March, 1895. But 
$2.50 is entirely too low a price at 
which to estimate the ewes in March, 
1895. They were then about to drop 
lambs, and another wool crop was well 
nigh ready for the market. With the 
advance in the value of sheep, each of 
the fifty-nine ewes was easily worth 
$4 at the date already named. It would 
be correct to say, therefore, that the 
original investment of $35.50 had grown 
into $353.65 from the fall of 1891 until 
the spring of 1895. 

Here, then, is an instance of what 
may be expected from good common 
sheep on an ordinary farm, with good, 
ordinary care and management. And 
it should be remembered that these re- 
sults were obtained when the markets 
for sheep and wool were at. ebb tide. 
Mr. Wright also found those sheep very 
helpful in browsing of weeds on the farm 
and in adding to its fertility. 

Georgia is adapted to sheep raising, 
and hence the narrative told above may 


de taken home. Sheep are wanted on 


every farm in the state. A test will 
show that an agriculturist does not need 
to go to Minnesota to make money.

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Delaware’s New Constitution. 

The new Delaware state constitution 
which goes into effect on the 10th of 
this month contains a number of strik- 
ing provisions. 

One of the most important of these is 
the one which relates to state elections. 
On this point the new constitution pro- 
vides that no person in that state shall 
be allowed to exercise the right of suf- 


frage in any state election who cannot 


read the Delaware constitution and write 
his name legibly. This makes five 
states in which some educational test 
as a qualification for voting is required, 
the other states being Connecticut, Mas- 
sachusetts, South Carolina and Missis- 
sippi. ä 

Still another provision of the new con- 
stitution is that any person who shall 
attempt to bribe a voter or in any way 
interfere with the lawful expression of 
the people’s will at the ballot box, shall 
be subject to heavy fines or imprison- 
ment, with disfranchisement for ten 
years in certain cases. The new con- 
stitution provides that such offenders 
shall be tried by the courts without the 
intervention of either grand or petit 
juries, but with the right of appeal to 
the supreme court. 

Without commenting upon these pro- 
visions of the new Delaware state con- 
stitution, we merely present them to 
our readers for their information.

The Philadelphia Inquirer seems to be 
endowed with extraordinary powers of 
discernment.

A Unique Statute. 

One of the most unique statutes yet 
adopted by any state in the union eman- 
ates from the state of Massachusetts. . 

But while the statute is unique, it is 
also expedient, and good results are 
bound to accrue from it. Stated in a 
few words, the statute which has just 
received the Official signature of Gover- 
nor Wolcott, imposés a severe penalty 
upon anyone in whose possession are 
found the skins or feathers of birds 
whose destruction is forbidden by the 
laws of the state. 

Scientific investigators have discov- 
ered that the killing of birds in such 
large numbers for millinery and other 
purposes, has resulted in greatly multi- 
plying the insect pest in this country. 
As birds depend upon insect life for nour- 
ishment, it is claimed that the wholesale 
Slaughter of birds which is now going 
on is well calculated to breed insects in 
large quantities, and that prohibitory 
measures of some kind should be adopt- 
ed if the agricultural products of the 
a are to be saved from destruc- 
tion. 

The Massachusetts statute is intended 
to meet this scientific disclosure, and 
if the experiment works successfully in 
Massachusetts, it will doubtless be adopt- 
ed in other states of the union. 


The Cuban Outlook. 

Dr. H. W. Danforth, of New York, has 
just returned home from Cuba. For 
several months past Dr. Danforth has 
been attending President Cisneros, the 
chief executive of Cuba, and expects to 
sail again for his post of duty within 
the next few weeks. 

In regard to the situation in Cuba 
Dr. Danforth speaks plainly. He says 
that Spain is gradually losing ground 
on the island, and that Cuba will ul- 
timately achieve her independence. “Of 
course, it is difficult to make a satis- 
factory estimate of the numerical 
strength of the insurgents,” says Dr. 
Danforth, “but I know that at the pres- 
ent time they have 35,000 men in the 
field. On January Ist last the Spaniards 
had 153,000 men in the field and 60,000 
guerrillas, but since that time they have 
lost heavily. The odds are now decided- 
ly in favor of Cuba. The Spaniards are 
financially exhausted, and the Cuban 
patriots are greatly encouraged by this 
knowledge. Some idea of the spirit 
which is animating these patriots may 
be derived from the fact that every 
leader is under oath not to give-up the 
fight until he is dead. I have never 
seen such intense earnestness as that 
displayed by the Cubans in their struggle 
for independence.” 

With respect to the brutal tactics of 
General Weyler. Dr. Danforth sustains 
the reports which have heretofore come 
from the island. Says the doctor: 

General Weyler is a brute and a butcher. 
He calls the pacificoes into the cities, where 
the Spaniards starve them to death. I am 
reliably informed that men, women and 
children have been most outregeously 
treated by the Spaniards in all parts of 
Cuba. Their homes have been burned and 
their property destroyed, while they are 
starved to death. The Cubans are greatly 
in need of arms and ammunition. Pres- 
dent Cisneros and the Cubans generally are 
greatly encouraged by this country’s atti- 
tude and the speeches of members of the 
United States congress. They hope that 
the United States will either take up the 
cudgel herself and put an end to the Span- 
ish policy of extermination and the Spanish 
atrocities in Cuba, or else recognize the 
Cubans’ belligerency. 

Dr. Danforth further states that the 
Spanish troops are suffering from ma- 
laria, and that large numbers of them 
are falling easy prey to this disease. 
Among the insurgents, however, *he 
states that very little sickness prevails. 

As the Spanish government has shown 
no disposition to change its Cuban pol- 
icy, it is likely that the progress of hos- 
tilities will continue to favor Cuba. Even 
without the intervention of this govern- 
ment the outlook for the island, accord- 
ing to Dr. Danforth, is decidedly reas- 
suring.

The Tariff Debate. 

Senator Bacon’s defense of his posi- 
tion in proposing and voting for certain 
amendments to the pending tariff bill 
was a masterly exposition of the true 
democratic policy. His remarks invited 
the comments of Senators Jones and 
Vest, and some sharp passages occurred 
in the debate; but the Georgia senator, 
knowing that the whole weight of the 
argument was on his side, retained his 
good humor, and this fact added im- 
mensly to the force of his statements. 

His remarks led him in the direction 
of discussing the question of free raw 
materials, and he emphasized the fact 
that a tariff measure intended to pro- 
duce revenue should possess the demo- 
cratic merit of equality. This would, 
of course, do away with a free list af- 
fecting raw materials’ produced in this 
country, such as the framers of the Wil- 
son bill tacked to their measure. 

In the course of the discussion some 
reference was made by one of the sen- 
ators to the washing of dirty democrat- 
ic linen for the delectation of the repub- 
licans. The suggestion is frivolous. The 
‘discussion which has taken place is 
one in which the whole country is in- 
terested, and it will have a wholesome 
effect.

But I repeat, Mr. President (and I wish 
the republican side of this chamber ahd the 
country would understand it), that while 
we have apparent discrepancies about 
these small—I will not say trifiling—matters, 
but differences of opinion upon subjects 
that are not essential to the creed of the 
democracy, we stand in a proud attitude 
when we face a party of great and power- 
ful men who are choked to their knees by 
a caucus, and do not dare to rise and ad- 
vocate anything that their consciences 
prompt them to do.

The Blalock Investigation. 

The work of the Blalock committee 
having been ordered by ‘the general as- 
sembly, should be complete in all its 
parts, so that when its report is made, 
it may possess some value. 

One or two incidents, however, which 
have occurred during the investigation 
are to be regretted. The committee sits 
in a judicial capacity, and its members 
should lift themselves above all personal 
altercations with those who come be- 
fore it, and should not enter into con- 
troversies foreign to the work of the 
committee itself. The investigation can 
only do good by its thoroughness and 
the judicial temper in which it is con- 
ducted. As a necessary preliminary to 
such a result, the membérs of the com- 
mittee should not permit themselves, as 
individuals, to enter into the contro- 
versies or quarrels indicated. Whatever 
opinion the members may have should 
be formed after the close of the investi- 
gation, and it should not be made pub- 
lic until presented to the body which 
ordered the investigation. This much is 
necessary to the character of the com- 
mittee, and is due to the dignity of the 
house of represenatives, of which the 
committee is but the agent. The great 


j injustice of personal altercations and of 


outside charges before an investigation 
is complete, is that opinions are ex- 
pressed upon mere ex parte statements, 
in ignorance of the full facts—and which 
the members themselves may have to 
retract later on, when they get ali of 
these facts before thém. 

Go on and investigate, gentlemen; 
investigate in your character as a com- 
mittee; keep your counsels to your- 
selves, and don’t form your judgments 
until you have the evidence before you, 
after which you will be sustained by the 
people in any righteous decision you 
may reach.

OF CO-EDUCATION 


His Just Returned from a Visit to Colleges 
in New England. 


WAS AT HARVARD AND BROWN 


Both of These Have Departments for 
the Instruction of Young Women. 


SOME NOTES PICKED UP IN THE NORTH 


Tells of an Alumni Dinner at Which 
Were Present a Large Number 
of Young Women Graduates. 


Dr. W. W. Landrum, the well-known 
pastor of the First Baptist church, return- 
ed Saturday morning from the New Eng- 
land states where he went a few weeks ago 
for a brief vacation. Since accepting the 
pastorate of the church here he has been 
working hard, and the rest he has taken 
has ce used a wonderful improvement in his 
health. 

Dr. Landrum visited two of the leading 
New England colleges while in the east 
and mingled with old friends and class- 
mates. He had a pleasant time and the 
alumni of his college received him with 
open arms. 

Both the colleges visited by Dr. Landrum, 
they were Harvard and Brown, have co- 
education—that is, a department where 
women are educated by the same profes- 
S0rs aS men are, though not in the same 
classes. 

In speaking of his trip yesterday, Dr. 
Landrum gave an interesting: talk on the 
question of co-education, which is the 
live subject of discussion in Georgia at 
the present time. He told of the success 
it has met with in these prominent educa- 
tional institutions and gave some idea of 
bow it is conducted in them. It is given 
the hearty approval of the public in the 
states where it is in vogue. 

In speaking of his visit to New England, 
Dr. Landrum said: 

“My recent brief vacation was largely 
devoted to a visit to two of the leading 
New. England universities—Harvard, at 
Cambridge, Mass., and Brown, at Provi- 
dence, R. I. Harvard is the oldest Amer- 
ican university and boasts of the largest 
number of students, though closely pressed 
by the Universities of Pennsylvania and 
Michigan. 

“My interest in Harvard is due to two 
facts. The first being that several of its 
ne are southern men whom I have 

newn for years, and one of them my 
former professor of Hebrew. The other 
fact being that my eldest daughter is a 
pupil at Radcliffe college, the woman’s col- 
] of Harvard. adcliffe’s origin is 
chiefly due to a daughter of the poet Long- 
fellow, and the widow of the world-re- 
nowned Agassiz. . 

Co-Instruction at Harvard. 

“A word or two about Radcliffe college 
may be timely, as I see some good women 
in Georgia are discussing the opening of 
the doors of the State university to stu- 
dents of the gentler sex. 7 

“Co-education, that is to say the edu- 
cation of both sexes in the same classes, 
is not practiced at Harvard. Co-instruc- 
tion obtains, by which I mean that the 
young women of Radcliffe study the same 
course as that pursued by the young men 
and receive it from the same professors, 
but not in the same rooms nor as members 
of the same classes. | 

In this way the young women enjoy 
the same advantages as the young men, t 
do not subject themselves to whatever 
dargers, if any, may lie in the unrestrain- 
ed intercourse of both sexes in the class- 
room and on the campus. 

“Brown university, at Providence, R. I., 
is my alma mater. This institution, 
though nominally Baptist, is really unsec- 
tarian. It was established in 1764 and has 
in its teaching corps 125 professors who im- 

arted instruction during the last year to 
508 students. 

“Brown university includes among its 
de ments one known as the woman’s 
college, the requirements for a fon to 
hich are the same 4s demand f men 
and the entrance examinations fo women 
are held at the same times and pices and 
under the same conditions as tose for 
men.

Brown College and Co-Education. 


“Co-education, pure and simple, is the 
announced policy of Brown university. 
Imagine my surprise when I sat down at 
the elumni dinrer with 840 other gentlemen 
all graduates of the university to find one 
table exclusively set apart to young wo- 
men graduates. It reminded me of a 
bouquet of roses flecking a vast wilderness 
of thorns and bricrs. The dear creatures 
did not seem to be at all alarmed during 
the wild hilarity of their brothers, exhib- 
iting itself in many a yell and accompan- 
ied by dense volumes of smoke from the 
fragrant weed. When I said toa class- 
mate, ‘I dare not smoke in the presence 
of these ladies without their consent,’ he 
replied in a jocular fashion: ‘Oh, they 
don’t mind it. They believe in co-educa- 
tion, and co-education necessarily carries 
with it alumni dinners, uproaricus laugh- 
ter, the college yell and abundant cigars.’ 
My friend, it is needless to say, is an 
ultra conservative, but he is a hopeless 
minority and is laughed at by all his pro- 
gressives. 

“Co-education at the University of Geor- 
gia, if I may be allowed to express my sen- 
timents on the subject, will most probably 
encounter a good many difficulties. Women 
colleges, such as Wesleyan and our own 
Southern Female college, at College Par 
and others too numerous to mention, al 
supported by private enterprise and strong- 
ly intrenched in the affections of our peo- 
ple, will hardly favor free tuition for young 
women at the State university. Old-time 
southern prejudice, which is a thing I am 
roud to say I cordially respect even when 
do not approve it, will look askance 
at co-education; oi the other hand, co- 
education seems to meet with unqualified 
approval in the public school system. 
Co-Education in South and West. 
“In the state of Michigan, where the 
state university caps and crowns the pub- 

lic school system, co-education works 80 
‘well that every citizen in the state ap- 

proves it and western educators in general 

believe it to be a logical necessity. When 
ey are told that woman suffrage will 
mevitably follow co-education, they pro- 

f themselves perfectly willing to let it 


me. 

„If our forefathers were right in their 

contention against Great Britain that 
there should be no taxation without rep- 
resentation, it seems to me that women 
at the state universities and women at 
the polls will soon be found in every state 
in the south and in the west. 

„At the same time, I incline to the opin- 
foa that there will always be some colleges 
exclusively devoted to the culture of wo- 
men. Vassar, for example, and certain 
old, well-established female coleges in the 
south, will persist in long, long life and un- 
diminished glory. 

“Certain parents, whether wisely or un- 
wisely, will always believe that co-educa- 
tion involves dangers, not to character, 
but to that delicacy and refinement of 
manner and maidenly deportment which 
they desire to characterize their daugh- 
ters.’

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CHECK LYNCHERS 


Colville Answers the Article on Tyncher 
and Lawyer, Published Yesterday. 


LAWYER IS NOT RESPONSIBLE 


Can No More Stop Lynching Than 
Doctors Can Stop Death. 


SAYS ASSAULT SHOULD FIRST BE STOPPED 


Then There Would Be No More 
Lynchings—Lawyers Are Bound 
To Take Every Advantage. 


In answer to an editorial published in 
The Constitution yesterday morning, enti- 
tled Lyncher and Lawyer,” Mr. Fulton 
Colville, one of the best-known attorneys of 
Atlanta, has written a card in which he 
defends the position of the lawyer. 

He takes the position that the laws are 
so constructed as to allow the use of what 
is known as trickery,“ and holds that the 
old laws, which have been in vogue for 
centuries, should be changed to suit mod- 
ern days, and that the lawyer should not 
be blamed for a fault in law. 

Neither lawyers nor the law, he holds, 
are responsible for lynchings, and both are 
subject to criticism, and will be as long 
as mankind makes laws and breaks them.

Mr. Colville says lynching is not the result 
of fear in the due execution of the law, but 
arises from mankind’s Sympathy for the 
refinement of woman. 

The communication contains many inter- 
esting points, and is a strong paper, It 
gives a clear idea of the position of the 


lawyer and ably defends him. The card is 
as follows: 


“Editor Constitution—In readin ou — 
itorial yesterday on Lyncher and law) — 
Jam moved to write you some views 
tertain on the subject. 

It is as useless and unjust to attach 
blame to lawyers for lynchings as it is to 
criticise aber sicians for deaths. Men die 
from frailty of the human system. Men 
are lynched from frailty of human institu- 
tions. The criticism of both is fundamental 
and rests on the imperfections of human 
wisdom and human action. 

Lawyers can no more stop lynchings 
than physicians can bring the dead to life. 

Lawyers nor the law are responsible 
for this crime. Both are subject to criti- 
cism; both will ever be, as long as man- 
kind makes laws and mankind breaks 
them. The law is not responsible for the 
existence of lawyers, neither are lawyers 
responsible for the existence of the law. 
Both are products of human nature. They 
are as necessary as trade; they are as es- 
sential as justice, and are as well estab- 
lished as religion. 

“The lawyer takes advantage of every- 
thing the law gives him a right to. The 
client demands it, the public expects it, 
the lawyer is sworn to do it. 
the lawyer? He is simply the instrument 
to do the will of the public, as expressed 
in the statutes the public itself has made— 
made not only by man ,but by environ- 
ment, by tradition, by custom, by the 
force and by the weakness of human wis- 
dom and human action. 

Can lynching be stopped? Will raping 
cease? Stop the latter, the former is at 
an end! Lynching is not the result of fear 
in the due execution of the law, but it 
arises from mankind’s sympathy for the 
refinement of women. Who wants his rela- 
tive or friend to narrate in court what she 
can hardly tell her mother or father? Con- 
sistency and chivalry stand for the female 
— wherever coarseness will defend its 

n. 

“T agree that justice should be more 
speedy. I wonder that the cobwebs of an- 
cient technical law should still hamper the 
arms or legal procedure. Why an indict- 
ment should not be amended to speak the 
truth as readily as a petition in a civil case, 
so that a hog thief will no more be able 
to escape because the indictment charges 
the stealing of ‘one blue hog, to-wit: a 
sow weighing about 140 pounds and hav- 
ing a swallow fork in the right ear, and 
a smooth crop in the left,’ when the proof 
showed the ‘swallow fork’ was in the 
left and ‘smooth crop’ in the right. This 
technical practice has continued this way 
for a century. The lawyer takes advantage 
of these ‘swallow forks’ and his client is 
acquitted through trickery, as the public 
is le dto believe. Do away with these cob- 
webs that hold ‘swallow forks’ in the 
right and ‘smooth crops’ in the left and 
try the man under the procedure you 
would in a civil cause. 

“In Grent Britain, from whom we in- 
herit the body of all our !aws, and from 
wrich, whenever we have departed we as 
surely returned, a crimiral has but one 
trial. There is no appeal. This would. not 
perhaps suit the general view at present, 
but if you will consider how correct is the 
first trial, how few escape at a second ex- 
cept for accident, such as absence of wit- 
nesses, etc., and when they do it’s a defeat 
of justice, then consider the great public 
expense attached for appeal, new trials, 
etc., one will find himself wondering if the 
wisdom of a thousand years as expressed 
in the law of the most conservative peuple 
of this earth—the English nation—is not, af- 
ter all, about right. 8 

“Amend the criminal procedure, hasten 
justice and a great advance over the pres- 
ent has been made, but this will not pre- 
vent lynchings. They will continue until 
civilization has lifted up the criminal to a 
higher plane of refinement. This is a 
doleful view, but I fear it is correct. 

„In some states the cities, towns and 
counties are made liable in damages for the 
deaths occirring from lynchings, mobs, 
etc. What has been the result I have no 
statistics to show. 

“Perhaps if the federal courts had juris- 
diction to investigate and try parties en- 
gaged in lynchings it would greatly reduce 
the number. The sympathy of the local 
jury would be removed from the jury box 
of the federal court, being composed of men 
from other sections of the state and un- 
known to the parties in the case. But this 
would bring up the old question of ‘state’s 
rights,’ and perhaps arouse. much bitter- 
ness of feeling. Any way, we lawyers are 
ready to aid in the solution of the question 
and enforcing the judgment, whatever it 
may be. FULTON COLVILLE.” .

Gordon Bower, of Bainbridge, Ga., Says 
They Will Go in a Few Weeks.

MANY ATLANTA BOYS IN THE PARTY 


The Expedition Was Begun in Athens, 
and Is Being Fostered by Cuban 
Junta at Appalachicola, Fla. 


A meeting of the Cuban Club, formed 
among the students in Athens several 
months ago, was held at the Aragon hotel 
yesterday afternoon. The meeting was se- 
cret and the members were sworn not to 
divulge anything. 

Mr. Gordon Bower, one of the head offi- 
cers and organizers of the club, called the 
meeting to order. Assembled were some of 
the most prominent young men of this city. 
Several members of the club came to At- 
lanta to see the ball game between Virginia 
and Georgia and remained over to be pres- 
ent at this meeting. 

This club has chartered an ocean tug 
and will leave Appalachicola, Fla., in the 
latter part of July On board will be 200 
rifles and 4,000 rounds of ammunition. These 
arms have been purchased by one of the 
special representatives of the Cuban junta 
stationed at Appalachicola. 

The plans of the sympathizers are to 
take the boat at the mouth of the Chata- 
hoochee river and steam direct for the 
southern coast of Cuba, where they will 
be met by a band of insurgents. 

The Cuban junta will have direct charge 
of the filibusters, but these college students 
will carry the arms across. 

The tug that will carry the expedition 
is now in dry dock at Bainbridge, where it 
is being overhauled. It is a well-known 
boat and was loaded for an expedition sev- 
eral] months ago when it was unloaded by 
the federal authorities just before leaving 
the dock. 

There are about thirty members of the 
club and over half of these live in At- 
lanta. They are very quiet about the ex- 
pedition and refuse to say anything. 

Mr. Gordon Bower, of Bainbridge, Ga., 
was one of the members at the meeting 
8 afternoon. Mr. Bower stated that

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ATWORK ON TREATY 


Venezuelan Representative Has Been 
Securing Data in Washington. 


HOPEFUL OF FINAL VICTORY 


Mr. Cleveland Sends a Formal Decli- 
nation To Serve. 


ATTORNEYS AT WORK ON THEIR CASES 


Have Eight Months in Which To Com- 
plete Their Work—The Treaties 
Have Been Exchanged. 


Colonel William L. Scruggs, the legal 
representative of the Venezuelan govern- 
ment in the boundary dispute, has just re- 
turned from Washington, where he has 
been consulting records and accumulating 
data in the preparation of his argument. 

Probably the most important feature of 
his visit was the formal notification which 
he received from ex-President Cleveland, 
who had been appointed a co-representative 
in the case by Venezuela, that he would 
not serve. Mr. Cleveland states that, con- 
sidering his former position in the 
matter it would be indelicate for him 
to accept the position, at the same 
time greatly appreciating, however, the 
high honor conferred on him by the ap- 
pointment. 

Colonel Scruggs, therefore, is the only 
representative ef Venezuela in this country 
and will appear befote the board of arbi- 
trators and make the main argument some 
time during the spring or summer of 1898, 
when the representatives of both sides 
wiil have their cases prepared. 

These arguments have to be submitted 
in writing at the first meeting of this dis- 
tinguished body and will be delivered orally 
afterwards, although this plan has not been 
definitely decided on. 

Colonel Scruggs seems to be in the best 
of spirits over the prospects of his case, 
and thinks his position will finally be ac- 
ceoted. He is devoting almost his entire 
time to the wurk and says Venezuela has 
good chances of winning the dispute. His 
argument will be quite exhaustive and will 
not be completed for several months. 

Colonel Scruggs has been in Washington 
several weeks, but never saw Mr. Cleve- 
land in reference to Venezuelan matters, 
only having communicated with him 
through the mails. He was merely after 
certain data pertaining to the case which 
he was obliged to copy from the official 
records, and returned home immediately af- 
ter he had finished. 


Another Board of Commissioners. 


While Colonel Scruggs is the only repre- 
sentative of Venezuela in America, he will 
not be alene in the controversy. 

board of five commissioners; appoint- 
ed by the government and consisting of 
some of the most eminent jurists in the 
South American republic, are also at work 
preparing arguments to show why Vene- 
zuela’s position in the boundary dispute is 
correct. 

These arguments will be submitted to the 
board of arbitors at the same time with 
that of Colonel Scruggs, and the commis- 
ae will also take part in the oral con- 
est. 

The Venezuelan representatives seem to 
be hopeful that their. position will be main- 
tained, and that the decision will be in their 
favor. The fight will be a warm one, how- 
ever, from start to finish, as England is to 
be represented by the most able counsel 
she can summon. 

“The last step taken was the exchange of 
treaties in Washington on June l4tb. 

A representative of the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment met a representative from Eng- 
land and they exchanged formally the trea- 
ties — whith their separate countries had 
agreed. 

is will enable the attorneys to thor- 
oughly understand the position both coun- 
tries have taken, and will materially aid 
them in the preparation of their argument, 

The representatives of both powers have 
eight months in which to prepare their 
cases. Colonel Scruggs has been hard at 
work for some weeks and expects to con- 
tinue through the summer. 


WAR AGAINST “SHINIES.” 


POLICE ARREST A CROWD OF NE- 
GRO BOOTBLACKS. 


They Failed To Secure the Proper Per- 
mit and Now Chief Connolly Says 
They Must Go Out of Business. 


Chief Connolly has declared war against 


those boot-blacks in the city who are not 


obeying the law and in the future they will 
have to either go out of business or com- 
ply with the city ordinances which were 


passed for their benefit. Yesterday eleven 


of the boot-blacks had been arrested by 6 
o’clock in the afternoon, 

Sam Bowen, James Mitchell, John Brown, 
Willie Hose, Charley Hickman. Jim ‘Scott 
and William Walker were arrested for run- 
ning boot-black stands in places not des- 
ignated by the chief of police, while George 
Irby, Henry Holly, Fred Walker and Tom 
Cook were locked up for running stands 
without a permit. 

When the morning watch went on an 
order was read which had been issued by 
the chief instructing them to take note of 
all of the boot-blacks in the city and see 
where they were located. The patrolmen 
were instructed to make cases against al! 
of the blackers who had not a permit and 
also against those who had permits but 
who were not doing business at the stands 
which had been given them by the chief. 

The patrolmen did their duty faithfully 
with the result that eleven cases were made 
during the day. Many of the stands were 
confiscated and they are now at the police 
barracks, but it is likely that they will be 
returned to their owners after they have 
been interviewed by Judge Andy. 

At one time the blackers of the city were 
allowed to roam at will through the streets. 
They conflicted with each other a good 
deal in the business and many fights and 
feuds resulted.. For a long time the police 
were at a loss as to the best manner of 
stopping these fights and quarrels, but 
finally the plan of allowing the blackers to 
have stands in the city was hit upon. 

Accordingly Chief Connolly was instruct- 
ed to designate a stand for each one of 
them. He did so and matters have since 
been moving along smoothly enough. Of 
late, however, complaints have been com- 
ing in to the effect that part of the black- 
ers were encroaching on the territory of 
those who have the best stands. 

This decided Chief Connolly to issue the 
order for the regulation of the blackers and 
it will be rigidly énforced. The boot-blacks 
will form quite an attraction at Judge 
Andy’s matinee this afternoon, but it is 
likely that they will be let off with a lec- 
ture.

Governor Atkinson Will Open the Bids 
at His Office Today. 


WHO WILL PURCHASE 


Said That the Georgia and Southern 
Roads Will Be Lively Bidders. 


WILL BE VERY VALUABLE TO BOTH ROADS 


The Bids Will Probably Be Filed To- 
day, but If There Are None, the 
Sale Will Be Declared Off. 


The sale of the Northeastern railroad, 
of Georgia, is slated to take place at the 
office of Governor Atkinson today, and that 
piece of property will be finally disposed of. 

The sale will be very quietly conducted 
and the highest bidder will receive the 
property from the state. The governor will 
open the sealed bids and decide who should 
take the property. 

The sale is to take place by authority of 
an act of the last legislature which au- 
thorized the governor to sell the property 
during this year, and placing June 2ist as 
the last day on which the gale can be 


made. The sale has been amply advertised 


and no trouble is anticipated in disposing 
of the property. 

The road was leased to Ed A. Richards 
& Co. ,some time ago, end the leseeg oper- 
ated it until about two months ago. At 
that time one of the quarterly payments 
became due and the time for its payment 
expired before payment was made. 

One day prior to the time the quarterly 
rent was due the road was put in the hands 
of a receiver on application of the receiver 
of the State Savings bank, who claimed 
that Richards owed him money. He desired 
to obtain possession of the road before the 
State seized it in default of the payment 
of the rent. 

The bondsmen of the lessees, together 
with the receiver, appeared before Gov- 
ernor Atkinson on the day the rent was 
due, and on promise to pay the amount 
they were given three days extra grace, 
It seems that the bondsmen had made 
Arrangements to raise the necessary mon- 
ey, but their plans were upset in some une 
looked for manner and Governor Atkinson 
issued a proclamation seizing the road. 

Soon after this an order was issued by 
the governor offering the road for sale to 
the highest bidder above the minimum 
— named in the act authorizing the 

8. 

Today is the time when the bids will be 
opened, and it is expected that the road 
Will meet with a ready sale. No bids have 
been received, but at least two will wun. 
doubtedly be filed with the governor this 
morning. 

It is not known who the bidders will be 
but there seems to be a well-founded idea 
that the Southern and Georgia roads will 
be the two most important bidders for the 
property. It is not officially announced that 
either of these roads will bid, but it is 
understood that they will. 

The Northeastern would be a valuable 
acquisition to the Georgia road, and this 
has caused to become current the idea that 
they will make a strong bid for it. With 
the Northeastern the Georgia road could 
run a through train from Union Point 
to Lula, and there connect with northern 
points over the Southern road. 

In other ways than this the Northeastern 
would be of value to the Georgia road. 
The Southern could make it equally as 
useful and may make a strenuous effort 
to obtain possession of it. 

The Northeastern bas been kept in good 
condition and is a valuable piece of proper- 
ty.
